Must Criminal Hold Office Be- 
cause Offenses Preceded In- 
auguration? Asks Brackett. 


ATTACK THREE CHARGES 


No Law to Cover Them, Says 
Attorney Herrick; Executive 
Ceases to Act Officially. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 23—Argument 
before the high court trying the im- 
peachment charges against Gov. Sulzer, 
today was concentrated on the motion 
that the charges be dismissed because 
the alleged offenses were committed be- 
fore the accused-took up the office of 
governor. 

Former Senator Brackett for. the 
prosecution made a brilliant speech 
against the motion. 

D. Cady Herrick, counsel for Gov. Sul- 
zer, announced at the opening of the 
court that Sulzer would cease henceforth 
to exercise the functions of the execu- 
tive office until the Roraaetson of his 
trial. 

Loses Fight for Dismissal. 

Defeated yesterday by a vote of 51 to 
1 on their motion for dismissal of the 
impeachment on the ground of its un- 
constitutionality, the Governor’s counsel 
today offered a motion to strike out the 
three articles of impeachment charging 
him with filing a false statement of 
campaign contributions and with the 
use of the funds for speculation in Wall 
stPeet. 

The motion was prepared by: ‘D. Cady 
Herrick, who argued that such offenses 
were not impeachable on the ground 
that. they were alleged to have been 
committed before the Governor was 
sworn ir to office. 

Herrick Speaks All Morning. 

Judge Herrick had the loor through- 
out the morning session. After a long 
address in support of his motion for 
the dismissal of three articles of the 
impeachment, dealing’ with Sulzer’s 
statement of campaign expenses and al- 
leged speculations in Wall street, he 
summed up his argument as follows: 

“The failure.of the Governor to fils 
a complete and accurate statement of 
campaign contributions did not consti- 
tute any offense recognizable by our 
iaws. 

‘The failure of a @andidate to file 
the statement required by this act is 
not an offense, but subjects him to a 
peremptory demand by a court to per- 
form this duty. William Sulzer never 
received such a demand. 

“The penal code does not require a 
candidate to file a statement of con- 
tributions made to him, and there are 
mo other statutes on this subject. 

“Incorrect statements of facts, in- 
serted in an affidavit but not material 
thereto, do not constitute perjury. 

“As the election law does not require 
the statement to be verified and as 
neither the election law nor the penal 
code require the candidate to insert 
contributions made to him, there is no 
ground for the charge of perjury nor 
for the neglect of duty.” 


Brief Comes as Surprisc. 
* These points were advanced in a sup- 


plemental brief which came as a sur- 
prise to members of the High Court, 
to whom copies of Judge Herrick’'s orig- 
inal brief had been distributed. 

Messengers *were sent scurrying to 
obtain law books and the members 
seemed to take a greater interest in the 
new contentions than they had evinced 
during any of the other legal prelim- 
inaries. Informal whispered consulta 
tions vrere held. : 

‘Shortly before adjournment for lunch. 
Hdgar T. Brackett began to speak in 
behalf of the prosecution. 

That a candidate for office is an ame- 
nable to the laws governing the place to 
which he aspires as is the occupant of 
it, was the purden of Brackett’s argu- 
ment. 

Reviews Corrupt Practices Act. 

Brackett reviewed that portion of the 
corrupt practices act dealing with the 
publication of campaign expenditures 
and then said: 

“Tt will thus be seen that from the 
time a person is nominated for office 
he comes under the provisions; he is 
not yet an -officer, but he is seeking 
to become one and in order to become 
ene is required to conform to these 
dfrections of the statute. 

“The defense,”’ said Brackett, ‘In rest- 
ing upon the proposition that impeach- 
ment may not be had, must.claim that 
the people have a right to elect a crifn- 
inal to high office, and that having done 
so, there is no relief, that such election 
purges the offender from the taint of 
crime and leaves him free to assume 
the role of an honorable man among 
honorable men. 

“Shall it be said to students of our 
aystem of government that securing the 
highest office in the State purges one 
of such a loathesome crime; that the 
way to avoid a punishment for perjury 
le to be elected to high office and that 
such election retains the occupant in 
association with decent men in high 
Races? 

“Tf so, then what is the result when, 
. kaving been thus elected Governor, the

G. Garros, the French aviator, today 
flew 600 miles across the Mediterranean 
from St. Raphael, France, to this city, 
the most northern seaport of Tunis. His 
time was'7 hours and 63 minutes. He 
started at 5:52 a. m. and reached here 


at 1:45 p. m. 
Has Flown in America. 

Garros has been seen in flight in 
America. He was among the birdmen in 
the aerial meet at Memphis late in the 
fall of 1910. He was entered there with 
Rene Barrier, J. B. Moisant and Charles 
K. Hamilton. Garros, ing short flight, 
fell and suffered a broken nose. He 
demonstrated his pluck by having his 
nose bandaged and then going up for a 
short flight. 

At New Orleans, a short time later, 
he soared above the clouds of Lake 
Pontchartrain, when his goggles were 60 
frosted he could’ barely see. He then 
broke the altitude record by ascending 
7125 feet. ° 

At Mexico City, Mexico, in February, 
1911, Garros made an altitude flight of 
3900 feet, which was regarded as re- 
markable, considering the fact that he 
started at an altitude of 7800 feet. 

In May, 1911, he entered the Paris- 
Rome-Turin flight. He was fhe first to 
cross the starting line. He fell near 
Civita Vecchia, Italy, when. within 4 
mile of Rome. He was unhurt, but his 
machine was wrecked. 

Soared 16,400 Feet in Sky. 

He was also a contestant in the Paris 
1000-mile international circuit aviation 
race, which was won by Lieut. Con- 
neau of France. Garros was second. 
The course in this race was, from Paris 
across Belgium and Holland and over 
the English.

In a flight at Houlgate, France, on 
Sept. 6, 1912, Garros attained an alti- 
ture of 16,400 feet. 

On Dec. 18, 1912, he flew across the 
Mediterranean Sea from Tunis, Africa, 
to “‘cily, landing near Trapani, having 
covered a distance of about 160 miles 
over water. This established a new 
over-sea record, surpassing that of 
Lieut. Bague, who in March, 1911, had 
made a flight over the Mediterranean 
from Antibas, France, to the Island of 
Gorgona, off the Italian coast, a dis- 
tance of 124.5 miles.

AIRSHIP AND AEROPLANE 
ENGAGE IN SHAM BATTLE 


Aeroplane’s Superiority Is Dem- 
onstrated in British Army 
Maneuvers. 

LONDON, Sept. 23.—@Me feature of 
the first day of-the British army ma- 
neouvers was a “fight” between air- 
ships and aeroplanes, which demon- 
strated the superiority of the latter 
in aerial conflict. 

The Delta airship attached to the 
white army began to reconnoitre the 
brown army’s position and sending 
wireless messages to headquarters, 
whereupon three of the enemy’s aero- 
planes flew to the attack. The Delta 
was then at a height of more than 
2000 feet, but the aeroplanes over- 
hauled her in six minutes. All three 
literally made rings around the air- 
ship, “firing at her,” “throwing 
bombs” and then returning to head- 
quarters after an easy victory. 

Experts declared that if the airship 
had been engaged in actual warfare 
it would have been destroyed. Later 
another airship made a similar at- 
tempt, but with Hke results.

THAW IN TEARS 
Al HEARING 10

Slayer’s Lawyers Tell Gov. 
Felker Fugitive Cannot Be 
Sent Back to New York. 


By Associated Press. 
CONCORD, N. H., ‘Sept. 23.—Harry K. 


Thaw wept today as his counsel plead- 
ed with Gov. Felker not to surrender 
him to the authorities of New York, 
who were determined to return the fu- 
gitive to the Matteawan Insane Asylum 
from which he escaped. 

Seated only a few feet from William 
Travers Jerome, Thaw seemed to fo:- 
low the arguments closely, but when his 
eyes were not blinded by his handker- 
chief they were fixed intently on the 
face of the Special Deputy Attorney- 
General of New York as though the 
head of the opposing counsel was the 
man to be convinced. By Thaw’s side 
sat his mother and brother. 

Jerome opened the extradition argu- 
ments, saying the duty of the Governor 
to grant the petition for extradition was 
plain. 

William M. Chase of Concord, former 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and Wil- 
liam A. Stone of Pittsburg, former 
Governor of Pennsylvania, argued for 
Thaw. They required an hour and a 
half, after which an adjournm@ht until 
2 o’clock was taken. 

This afternoon was given to Jerome 
to reply. Judge Chase and Gov. Stone 
declared that the petition for extradi- 
tion was insufficient in form and un- 
supported by the necessary evidence. 
and that the State of New York, hav- 
ing through its courts declared Thaw 
insane, could not now request from New 
Hampshire his extradition for a crime 
which by its nature only a sane man 
could commit. This crime was _  con- 
spiracy to escape from the Matteawan 
Insane Asylum. 

Judge Chase stated that criminal in- 
tent was the essence. of crime: against 
criminal intent, insanity was a com- 
plete defense. Thaw took the life of a 
man, he said, but was regarded as in- 
nocent of the crime because his act 
was decided by a jury to have been that 
of an insane. 

The. proceedings were delayed until 
the arrival of Gov. Felker, who an- 
nounced he was inclined to hear the 
lawyers without strict regard to legal 
technicalities. ; 

Thiw’s counsel waived the reading of 
the petition for extradition and Jerome 
addressed the Governor briefly. He de- 
clared that the documents asking for 
the extradition of Thaw were self-ex- 
planatory and there was nothing for 
the executive to do but to honor them. 
Tf any ettack was to be made upon 
them it should come from the other side.

HIS HOTEL GUESTS 


Marquette Man Motored With 
Guests to Golf Links and 
Bought ’Em Cigars, 


DENIES HE’S OVERDRAWN 


Replying to Suit Brought by 
Stockholder He Wanted to 
Popularize Place, 


About one-half of those’ who travel 
carry golf sticks and play golf now- 
adays, according to a statement of 
Thomas H. Glancy, president of the 
Glancy & Watson Hotel Co., which con- 
ducts the Marquette Hotel, in a depo- 
sition filed Monday in Judge Cave’s 


court in the suit brought by Arthur 
Thacher, a stockholder, for a receiver 
and an accounting. 

The growing popularity in America of 
the great Scotch pastime is asigned by 
Glancy as one reason why he bought 
an automobile in the name of the hotel 
company. He says he used the car to 
convey guests of the Marquette to golf 
links in the county. Glancy says he usu- 
ally took such devotees of the game to 
the Algonquin Club, of which he is a 
member. He also took Lis guests to 
theaters, cafes and other places of 
amusement in the machine. He admit- 
ted that sometimes he used the auto 
for private purposes, but usually, he 
said, it was used in making the hotel 
popular with guests. 

Looking after the entertainment. wf 
customers in this way nearly always 
resulted in their becoming regular pa- 
trons of the Marquette when visiting 
in St. Louis, Glancy said. 

Denies Overdrawing Account. 

One of Thacher’s allegations is that 

Glancy bought the automobile for his 
private use and charged the purchase 
to the hotel company. The machine 
cost $2600. Glancy deposes that the 
dealer from whom he bought it, a 
lodge brother, he said, made a mis- 
take and charged it to him (Glancy). 
“When I learned this I ordered that 
the account be changed to show that 
the company had purchased it as the 
company was the real ,beneficiary,” 
sail Glaney. “Very often the auto- 
mcbile was loaned to the Business 
Men's beegueto.convey guests on &- 
court of some civic entertainment 
ar.d the hotel got the credit for this.” 
In regard to allegations about per- 
sonal expenditure, which Glancy had 
charged to the hotel, the witness said 
all such items represented an expense 
account for money he used in enter- 
taining guests of the hotel in the ca- 
pacity of host. As an instance, he said 
he spent from $2 to $3 a day for cigars 
which he gave to patrons. Theater 
tickets also were bought on account of 
such entertainment, he said. 
Glancy denied his account was over- 
drawn, as alleged, and declared that 
any overdraft which appeared on the 
book represented his share of undivided 
dividends. ‘“‘Every time I drew money 
I always asked if it was coming to me 
as undivided dividends,” said Glancy. 
“The books do show I got the money. 
They don’t show I was overdrawn. I 
took money as I needed it, assuming it 
was mine.’’ 

Paid 175 Per Cent Dividends. 

In regard to Thacher’s allegation 
against Glancy of an overdraft 
amounting to $44,043 at the end of 
February, Glancy testified that ifthe 
books show this he supposed it was 
right. This was referred to as an 
“anticipated dividend” by counsel In 
asking the question.: 

Glancy testified that. since the Mar- 
quette Hotel began business, in 1907, 
there has been paid out about 175 per 
cent in cash dividends. Such payments, 
he said, take in the period to March 
of this year. He declared the company 
has been managed successfully and de- 
nied that Tuacher or any of his repre- 
sentatives had been refused an inspec- 
tion of the beoks. His salary as presi- 
uent has been $600 a month since he ac- 
quired M. D. Watson’s interest, in 1910, 
Glancy said. 

The capital stock of the company :!s 
$100,000, -Glancy holding 844 shares. 
Thacher is the owner of ten shares. 
Besides Glancy and the hotel com- 
pany, the following are included as de- 
fendants in the suit: D. R. Calhoun, 
R. W. Shapleigh, H. P. Hilliard, D. D. 
Walker, William H. Grabe and Walter 
Eckles. .

WORK DONE BY EXPERTS

Door Blown Off With Nitro- 
glycerin Charge——Papers 
Not Disturbed. 


Monday night's safeblowing took 
Place in the office of the John Han- 
cock Mutiial Life Insurance Co., on 
the third floor of a building at the 
southwest corner of Grand and St. 
Louis avenues. The robbers got about 
$100. It. was one the most suc- 
cessful of the almost nightly demon- 
strations of: the yeggman’s art which 
are being given on the local crime 
circuit. 

The insurance company’s office is 
ordinarily reached by a winding wooden 
stairway at the rear of the building. The 
piace was reached by the robbers by a 
fire escape and through a window, and 
they climbed over a partition into the 
cashier’s office, where the

Holes Bored in Safe. 

With a steel auger they bored four 
holes in the front door ‘of the safe, 
then poured in the nitro-glycerine and | 
set it off. 


The door was blown off so cleanly 
that the books and papers within were 
not damaged. The charge was so well 
directed that there was little disarrange- 
ment of the furniture about the safe. 

Patrick J. Donnelly manager of 
the company here was in the office 
until 10 p. m. The first person to 
enter after that was Patrick Shaugh- 
nessy a clerk, at 7 a.m. He found a 
flashlight left by the robbers, their 
steel auger, and a number of checks, 
of the aggregate face value of $145, 
which they had scattered on the 
floor. 

It was found the safe’s cash con- 
tents, believed to be $80 to $90 in 
amount, had been taken, and that $20 
to $25 worth of postage stamps was 
also missing. The stamps were per- 
forated with the initials “J. H.,.” and 
herice “Wtll ‘be hard for the robbers 
to dispose of. 

Finger prints, found on the flashlight 
and in the sticky remnants of the ex- 
plosive substance on the safe door, were 
copied carefully by city detectives. 

The detectives characterized the work 
as that of professionals.

“Independently of other eonsiderie* 
tions,’’ he said, “such a marriage was 
impossible as the annulment of Mrs. 
Parkhurst to Col. Parkhurst never 
had been admitted by the Catholic 
Church.”

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REPORT ON BRIDGE 


Mayor Says if Specific Proposal 
Is Not Made Wednesday 
Deal Will Be Off, 


The proposition of the Alton & 
Mississippi River Belt Railway & 
Transpartation Co. to build an east 
approach to the free bridge and lease 
it to the city probably will be dis- 
missed from further consideration 
Wednesday, according to Mayor 
Kiel, unless Philip W. Haberman, at- 
torney for the company, appears be- 
fore the Free Bridge Commission 
with a definite and final opinion as 
to the validity of the city bonds in- 
volved in the scheme. 

Later in the day Mayor Kiel received 
a telegram from the law firm of Dillon, 
Thompson & Clay of New York, with 
which Haberman has been conferring. 
It is said that owing to the slight iI)- 
ness of Judge Dillon the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi opinion had been delayed. 

The telegram asked for a further ad- 
journment of the conference Wednesday 
and said that further consideration of 
some of the questions involved might 
obviate undesirable complications later. 

Mayor Kiel said he would lay the 
telegram before the conference. 

The commission will meet in May- 
or Kiel’s office at 3 p. m. Wednes- 
day. Two weeks ago Leo J. Scher- 
rer and representatives of the Bren- 
nan Construction Co. of Chicago ap- 
peared before the commission and 
made a@ proposition to build the east 
approach. 

They said at that time Haberman was 
in New York getting an opinion from 
bond and municipal law experts as ‘to 
the validity of the plan. Haberman had 
not returned from New York last 
Wednesday, and an adjournment was 
voted for a week to give him more time. 


“Must Attegd Meeting”—Ktiel. 
“Unless Haberman is at the meeting 


Wednesday I take it that the commis- 
sion will regard his absence as further 
evidence of the dilatory tactics of the 
Alton & Mississippi promoters and dis- 
miss the project from further considera- 
tion,’”’ said Mayor Kiel. 

If the Alton & Missasipp! scheme is 
dismissed, it is thought likely the Com- 
mission will take up the proposition of 
authorizing a bond. issue to complete 
the approach along the right of way of 
the Reber approach, for which land has 
been purchased at a cost of $190,000. 

Mayor Kiel said he read with much in- 
terest a Post-Dispatch editorial Monday 
reviewing the first five months. of his 
adminstration. The editorial pointedieut 
the fact that no progress, under the Kiel 
administration, had been made toward 
the completion of the bridge. 

“We are going to complete the bridge, 
regardless of the obstacles that are now 
in our way,” said the Mayor. ‘I have 


I not tried to dictate to the Municipal 


Assembly how the«bridge should be 
completed. I am relying upon the judg- 
ment of the members of the Free Bridge 
Commission, in those matters, as much 
as on My own. 

“My duty as Mayor is not to: build 
the bridge, but to pass upon such legis- 
lation as the Municipal Assembly enacts. 
I am eéager to see the bridge com- 
pleted, and am co-operating with the 
Assembly. I am not trying to force 
my own opinions upon the Assembly. 
Regardiess of criticisms, I think we will 
succeed in working out a satisfactory 
plan for building the bridge and that 
the structure will be finished with the 
next few years.”’

Judge Tells Former Municipal 
Employe He Must Pay Ali- 
mony or Go to Jail. 


City jobs were characterized as ‘soft 
snaps which transform young men -into 
dependents by rendering them unfit for 
business life’ by Judge Wilton M. Van- 
deventer of the East St. Louis City 
Court, in ordering W. J. Faucett to pay 
to’ his dfvorced wife $40 back alimony 
or go to ‘jail. f 

Faucett was a Deputy. Inspector in 
the Health Department of East St. 
Louis until the change in administra- 
tion in May. When Mayor Chamberlin 
succeeded Mayor Lambert, Faucett was 
dismissed from the city service, and 
he testified that he had since been un- 
able to find regular employment. 

‘Men who have held city jobs seem to 
be unfitted for other occupations when 
they are thrown out of employment by 
change of administrations,” continued 
Judge Vandeventer. “I know you very 
well, Mr. Faucett, and I would regret 
to have to send you to jail. But you 
knew when the order of court was is- 
sued directing you to pay $10 a month 
alimony that you must either obey it 

o to jail. Unless the money is paid 
to Sour former wife within 10 days I 
shall have to see that the order is car- 
ried out.” 

Faucett and his wife, Nina, separated 
last October, and were divorced a few 
months later. To her was given the 
custody of their child, with alimony. 

When Faucett had failed for four 
consecutive months to pay the ali- 
mony, Mrs. Faucett complained Mon- 
day afternoon to Judge Vandeventer. 
Faucett told the Court that he had 
been in.,poor health part of the time 
since he lost his city job. f

Priest and Paul Bakewell, represented 
the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., the judg- 
ment is one of the largest ever ren- 
dered in a case in which a trademark 
was involved Hart said that the case 
would be appealed to the United States 
Supreme Court.

IN BRIGK MACHINE

Man Accidentally Starts Pulver- 
izing Hopper When the 
Youth Is tn It. 


James Musso. a laborer, accidentally 
pulled the wrong rope of a pulverizing 
machine at the Hydraulic Press Brick 
plant, 4999 Manchester avenue, Monday 
afternoon, starting the machinery, when 
his own son, Vito, 17 years old, was in 
the hopper.

DRESS EVIL CAUSE, 
SAY WOMEN HERE 


Leaders Tischer i Mrs. Dodge’s 
Indictment Shows Antis Are 
Unprogressive. 


TAKEN

Mrs. David O’Neil and Mrs. E. 
M. Grossman Reply to Leader 
of Eastern Foes. 


St. Louis woman suffrage leaders 
do not take seriously the charges 
made by Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, presi- 


dent of the National Association Op- 
posed to Woman Suffrage. in Wash- 
ington, to the effect that the suffrage 
movement has been responsible for 
Objectionable dances and styles of 
dress and the “smirching of litera- 
ture and the degeneracy of the stage.” 

The local suffrege leaders are in- 
clined to view the charges made by: 
the anti-suffragists as the fulmina- 
tions of a non-progressive class of 
women, who have neither kept up 
with the trend of modern thought nor 
the greater freedom accorded to wom- 
en by the people of many states. 

The’ indictment placed against the 
suffrage movement by the antis con- 
tains numerous counts. 

Indictment Against Suffrage. 

The movement ,they declare, has 
been responsible for these dire re- 
sults: 

“The ordinary forms of dancing have 
become so d@egraded that frequently 
when they are practiced in public the 
police take the place of chaperons. 
Women, misled by the present baccha- 
nalia of fashion, are arrested and haled 
into court because of their Indecent 
dress. Magazines print material so 
salacious that they escape only by a 
hair's breadth being barred from the 
United States mail. Theatrical. mana- 
gers produce plays depicting houses 
into which neither decent women nor 
self-respecting men would ever go.”’ 

There is not much difference of opin- 
ion among the local suffragists.. They 
generally take the view that suffrage 
has nothing to do with styles of dress, 
dancing and literature. 


“Old Arguments KRehashed.” 
Mrs. David O'Nell, president of the 


Equal Suffrage Assoctation of Missouri, 
said the pronunclamento was ‘‘merely 
a rehash of the old arguments which the 
Antis have been turning out through 
their press bureau. It is all too ridicu- 
lous to dignify with a reply or even a 
comnient. Such charges show that the 
opposition *is hard pressed for argu- 
mente." 

Mrs. I. M. Grossman said: 
that women are coming face to face 
With new. problems, but I am not will- 
ing admit that the effect of this 
has been bad. The things that hare 
given offense in dress, dancing and the 
drama are only sparodic incidents and 
have nothing to do, one Way or an- 
other, with the suffrage cause.’’ 


“Non-Progressive Women.” 
Mrs. Edith Barringer, tn charge of 


the Equal Suffrage Headquarters ‘n 
St. Louis, said that she did not regard 
the charges made by the anti-suffrage 
leaders as worthy of the serious con- 
sideration of well-balanced nd _ pro- 
gressive. women.

In this they 
may be mistaken. But ft is something less than 
fair of the antis to misrepresent their forward- 
looking sisters.

Welfare, looks to increased efficiency and economy 
through concentration of municipal effort. 

This plan has been growing in favor with St, 
Louisans since Jacob Billikopf made his address 
here last year on Kansas City’s Department of 
Public Welfare. It places kindred city activities 
under a central direction and prevents much waste 
through duplication of effort. One of its possi- 
bilities of especial value is in providing a system 
through which proper remedial measures are 
speedily fitted to the needs of delinquents who fal] 
under the law’s displeasure because of misfor- 
tune.

The State's Pubic Service Commission is about 
to take up the task of eliminating St. Louis’ 249 
railroad grade crossings. Members of the com- 
mission will meet Mayor Kiel and other city offi- 
cials at the Planters Hotel at 2 p. m. Oct. 2, to 
discuss ways and means. Chairman John M. At- 
kinson of the Public Service Commission says: 

“We hope to bring about the peaceful elimina- 
tion of the crossings which have been designated 
death traps by the St. Louis newspapers. I think 
the railroads and the city can agree upon the 


of the costs. If they fail to agree, the commission, 
under the power vested in it by law, will make an 
order requiring the railroads to abolish the crots- 
ings complained of under plans furnished by our 
engineer, J. T. Harrop. If any road concerned is 
unable to raise the money to defray the expense 
of separation of crossings at grade, we will au- 
thorise such railroad to issue bonds to an amount 
sufficient to cover the cost. Where the pnbdlic 
safety is at stake the railroads must take action.” 
_ Railroads and other privately owned public 
utility companies are the only taxpayers that have 
been able to induce American cities to use public 
funds to help them conform to the requirements 
of public safety. They have in this respect—in the 
few American cities which have attempted to abol- 
ish grade crossings—enjoyed a very valuable spe- 
cial privilege, or subsidy. St. Louls may follow 
the American city precedent in this matter and 
burden its taxpayers with a large part of the first 
cost, which, if the offender against the public 
safety were a private citizen, he would be required 
te bear without public aid. 

However this point may be determined, there 
will not be much argument, if the experience of 
other peoples shall be consulted, over the ques- 
tion whether street grades shall he lowered. or 
railroad grades be elevated. The experience of all 
old-world peoples has determined that it is best 
for both parties concerned to elevate the railroad 
grades and avoid depressing street crossings. With 
few if any exceptions the railroads of Europe enter 
all large cities on elevated grades. Streets pass 
under the railroad embankments at level. There 
are no inclined tunnels under railway grades, to 
fill with water after every rain, and requiring to 
te kept lighted at public cost day and night. 

Inasmuch as a railroad produces nothing, and 
has nothing for sale except service, it cannot 
greatly concern the owners of the railroads if they 
shall be required to bear the whole of the first 
cost of grade elevations in St. Louis, now that they 
have been assured the Public Service Commission: 
will permit them to sell bonds to meet the cost. 
Having authorized such bonds, the State would, 
of course, permit the roads to collect, in charges 
for service, rates sufficient to pay interest and 
principal of the bonds. The cost would finally 
be defrayed by the public, but not directly, bur- 
densomely and unjustly by the St. Louis pubiie. 
It would be prorated in the collection of charges 
for the roads’ services, among all the patrons of 
the roads. The people of St. Louis would pay their 
share of the cost, so prorated, to the exact extent 
that they employed the services of the roads. 

Nor should there be any compromise—such as 
partial elevation of the railroad grade, with a par- 
tial depression of the street level at such cross- 
ings. Since the whole cost must finalfy come out 
of the people’s pockets, in one way or another, and 
since the people can readily afford to lave the 
york done right, it might better be done right at 
first than be half done and left to be done over 


later at larger cost.

Common Sense From the Council’s President. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispawn. ‘ 

I have received a few letters commenting on 

the Manufacturers’ Railway matter and the free 
bridge. 
I am really at a loss to understand the innuen- 
does in the letters. Some of the letter writers 
advise that there fs a likelihood of the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway discontinuing its present service. 
This is news to me. I can’t understand how they 
could discontinue their service without forfeiting 
their charter and their property, and if they could 
discontinue their services now, what guarantee is 
there that they could not discontinue their serv- 
ice if the city was to build an aproach from the 
free bridge in connection with them and then 
turn it over to them? 

A great many people, I think, are in error re- 
garding the position the Council takes regarding 
the Manufacturers’ extension. I, of course, can't 
peak for the Council, but I can for one say that 
as far as I have investigated in the Council, the 
majority of the Council fs in favor of granting 
reasonable franchises to the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way to extend their line to a connection with the 
approach of the free bridge. I don’t believe the 
Council feels that the city should build this con- 
nection and turn it over to anyone. From what 
I know of the Council they are very much in favor 
of assisting in new enterprises that will develop 
the city, and knowing the Busch interests so well, 
feal more than kindly toward them. At the same 
time they don’t feel that {t is right for the city to 
be burdened with a practical bonus gift of $760,000 
te say nothing of the franchise, to anyone. 

_¥¢ it is right for the city to construct a road at 
a cost of $760,000 for the South Side, then why 
isn’t it right to construct one for the North Side, 
ana tf for the South and North sides, then why 
not for the West Side? We should not take any 
particular part of the city for an example, for the 
community at large is interested alike in the de- 
velopment of all parts of the oity. 

The present condjtion of the bridge is a thing 
no citizen of St. Louis is proud of, and the quicker 
the bridge is finished the better {it will be for all 
parties. I personally have been in favor of coming 
to grade and connection as quickly as possible, 
thereby eliminating time and expense. 

The assertion that if we come to grade in Hast 
St. Louis ‘we will be bottled up, f{s, I think, a ery 
that is far fetched, for if we are not bottled up 
by our connection in St. Louis proper.

Skin Burns Deadly Poison. 


OR many years the deaths which re- 
sult from severe burns were at- 
tributed to shock. Such burns are 
among the commonest accidents that be- 
fall workmen, and their treatment has 
been a grave problem with the medical 
profession. Women and children, too, 
because of the’ fiimsy and inflammable 
character of their clothing, very often 
are victims of such burns. Longfel- 
low's first wife was ove of-a long roll 
of women who have died in this way. 
Dr. Pels-Leusden made some re- 
pearches upon the theory that these 
burns produced other injurious effects 
in addition to the shock to the nervous 
system. His theory was that the sud- 
den destruction of the skin generated a 
violent poison which was absorbed by 
tlie blood and this played a leading part 
He tried experiments 
in which he Inserted portions of fresh- 
ly burned skin into the flesh of animals 
where they would be rapidly absorbed. 
These animals at once presented the 
symptoms that they would have shown 
* their own skin had been burned. 
This discovery seems likely to revolu- 
tlonize the surgical treatment of burns. 
Instead of merely applying germicides. 
and excluding the air by soothing oils 
and powders, surgeons now place the 
patient at once under an anesthetic and

DENTISTRY. | 


F the higher professions today 
dentistry is one of the best pay- 
ing. The demand for dental work 


is cohstantly growing, and it 
therefore behooves many a high school 


to think of this as his or her vocation. 

The first requisite for success in den- 
tistry is mechanical skill and aptitude. 
There must be an inborn liking for the 
delicate handling of instruments and 
working with them. This is one of the 
important points in dentistry and re- 
quires careful consideration. The abil- 
ity and willingness to take great pains 
and to be scrupulously exact in work is 
also absolutely necessary. 

For the careless worker in dentistry 
is never successful. Patience is another 
requisite, as well as a sympathetic na- 
ture. One must also be tactful, and 
pleasant, clean and neat, and able to 
make friends easily. 

In New York and in many other states 
a high schoo! education or its equiv- 
alent is necessary to admit one to a 
dental college. The college course takes 
three years. After graduation each can- 
didate must pass a State Board exam- 
ination to obtain license to practice his 
profession. 

A graduate dentist may open his own 
office from the very start, as the ma-| 
sority of men do. Others take positions 
as assistants to other dentists, and in 
this way learn the practical part of the 
business. Positions as assistants often 
pay from $25 to $0 per week. 

Those that start out for themselves 
must usually wait for some time for 


business to come to them. Usually

a good dentist can earn anywhere from 
$50 to $100 a week. Some do not make so 
much, while others make much more.

He depends upon his 
teachers .to drill him in the classroom, 
where his attitude is receptive rather 
than aggressive. He does not learn to 
wrestle with the angel for the scholas- 
tic blessing. Instead of this, he regards 
the assignment of tasks to be taken 
home as an imposition; and his teacher's 
attitude almost encourages this belief. . 

Too much time is given him for study 
in school, and his parents come to think 
that home study is hardly contemplated 
in the school program. So great is the 
common ignorance on this score, that an 
influential weekly publication is actua!l- 
ly engaged in a movement against any 
home study at all. 

The result of this {s that if an assigned 
lesson has not been learned, the over- 
worked teacher has to make good the 
deficiency by going over the work in 
class for the benefit of the delinquent. 
In short, the pupil fas to learn how 
to regulate his own time effectively, and 
to assume the responsibility for his own 
success or failure.
